Pouring of Oil on Water Has 


•Calming Effect, •- - 


It hns long been kiywn that oil 


poured upon the-^rriice of stormy 
.TC£nr iiu:ra • Wonderful effect In calm- 
ing it nnt! many vessels have probably 
been saved from destruction by this 
simple process. 


The renson of this curious effect of 


oil upon water Is superficially appar- 
ent. It depends upon the viscosity, or 
adhesiveness, of the oil. which causes 
•It to act somewhat nice a skin drawn 
over the more unstable surface of the 
water, so that the tendency of the lat- 
ter to break into spray as it is driven 
by the wind Is restrained. The danger 
to ships from a high-running sea arises 
from this breaking of the waves. As 
long as the surface ot the wavea Is 
smooth nnd unbroken the ship rides 
easily upon them. 


Bnt while the principle upon which 


the oil acts is thus evident,enoujh. the 
real method of- Its action Is not so 
apparent.
